Torrents of Rain Through­ 
out the State. 


NAER0W ESCAPE OF MARYSVILLE. 


Immense Damage in San Francisco 
by Sewer-Breaking, Etc. 


FLOODED TOWNS AND INJURED ROADS. 


The Most Disastrous Visitation Since the 
Flood of 1861. 


[8PRCIAL BY TKLRORArn TO TUB RECORD-CNIOS-] 
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S a n F r a n c is c o , January 30th.—Immense 
damage has resulted in this city from the 
storm of the past two days in sewer-breaking, 
cellar-flooding, 
road-sinking 
and 
railroad 
washouts. 
In the low-lying portions of the 
city, in the neighborhood of W ashington, 
Clay and Sacram ento streets, and between 
Sansome and the w ater front, the cellars are 
several feet deep with w ater in some in­ 
stances. The sewers near Seventeenth street, 
along 
How ard 
and 
Folsom streets, are 
choked, and the w ater has backed out into 
the low lots and basements, playing general 
havoc. D uring F riday night the entire sewer 
caved in for a whole block on W ebster Btreet, 
near Turk. 
The street is reported ruined. 
The rainfall for the first tw enty-four hours, 
beginning a t 8 o’clock on Thursday night, 
was 1.18 inches. 
During the succeeding 
tw enty-four hours ending a t S o'clock last 
evening, the rainfall was 4.67 inches, making 
the total fall during the forty-eight hours’ 
storm 5.85 inches. 
The rainfall thus far for 
the season is 20.30 inches, against 11.53 inches 
for the same tim e in 1880, and 6.48 inches for 
1879. 


S a n 
F r a n c is c o , January 
30th — 11:30 
p. M.—I t is still raining here, though not 
heavily. 
F or the 48 hours ending at 4 o’clock 
this morning 6.37 inches rain fell here. 


TBEKA. 


Y r e k A, J anuary 30 th.—A fter the snow-storm 
of the 25th and 26th of 17 to 20 inches in the 
valleys and seveial feet in the mountains, the 
w eather cleared otf, but about dark of the 
27th a rain-storm set in, raining ¡continually 
since. 
I t is still pouring down. 
The rivers 
are very high, and still rising. 
Scott’s liver 
íb too high to cross on the Scott valley road 
to Redding a t C allahan’s. 
There has been 
no mail over Scott M ountain since the 26th 
on the Sacramento river road. 
P it river 
and other streamB are booming, with pros­ 
pects of a repetition of the 1861-2 flood, if not 
greater. 
The snow checks the flowing of the 
w ater from the heavy rain, so th at it does 
not run off w ith as great a rush as it would 
otherwise ; but the average flow is greater 
than at any time since 1861. 


MARYSVILLE. 


M a r y s v il l e , January 30th—1:30 p. m.— 
The river is not rising now. 
The Brown’s 
V alley grade above the city has broken, and 
lets the Y uba across the plains into the 
Feather. 
The S utter levees down the river 
are reported the same way. 
This is relieving 
us. 
I t is now thought the river will be kept 
out, however heavy rains are reported in the 
mountains, with the creeks fuller than ever 
known. 


M a r y s v il l e , January 3 0 th — 2 p. m. — The 
river is falling steadily all around. 
W e have 
weathered the gale, and are safe now unless 
another rise is precipitated upon us to-night. 
People are now confident of safety. 
The rain 
is over here, and the sun is shining. 
• 


M a r y s v il l e , Jan u aiy 30th—5:10 p. m.— 
N early five inches of rain fell during the 
storm, swelling the Y uba river to a greater 
hight than was ever known. 
In the notable 
flood in 1875, when the city was inundated, 
the highest flood m ark was sixteen feet. 
To­ 
day at 3 o’clock the water-gauge marked 
seventeen feet and four inches, when it 
began to recede. 
The levees were guarded 
in all weak places. 
There is no w ater inside 
the levees, except surface w ater on some 
back streets. 
R eports reach us th at a por­ 
tion of the Sutter county levee, below Y uba 
City, has given away ; also the portion in 
D istrict No, 1 known as the new levee. 
A 
like report is that about 300 feet of railroad 
track is washed away a t Bear river, and a 
portion of the trestle-work near Sheridan has 
al-o gone. 
The Oroville track is submerged 
to an impassable extent. 
No train has run 
over it since F riday evening. 


M a r y s v il l e , Jan u ary 30th—9:30 p. m. — 
The river has gone down a foot and a half 
and the city is safe. 


WHEATLAND. 


W h e a t l a n d , January 30th—4 r . 
m.— I t 
still continues raining, w ith prcspects of a 
continuance. 
The rivers are very high. 
The 
levees on the south side of Bear river broke 
one and a half miles below the dam, and it 
was tho means of lowering the river. 
The 
railroad track south of Bear river bridge is 
washed out in many places for a mile. Three 
bents of the bridge are out of line and one 
has completely gone down stream. 
On the 
north side of the river everything is working 
well. 
I t will take six feet mote raise before 
any danger is felt. 
I t is impossible to hear 
from the country or the dam, owing to all the 
Bmall creeks being too high to cross. 


NEVADA. 


N e v a d a , January 30th.—The water in 
Deer creek is fifteen inches higher than it 
was in the year 1861, at the tim e of the 
heavy floods. 
Considerable damage has al­ 
ready been done.’ Fopt-bridges have been 
carried away, and washouts aud land-slides 
are reported in different directions. 
The 
breaking of flumes and ditches has caused a 
num ber of the principal quartz mills, such as 
the Merrifield, Providence and W yoming, to 
shut down. 
In some of the sm aller mines 
there is more w ater coming in than the m a­ 
chinery can take. 
The present outlook indi­ 
cates a long storm. 
N early four inches of 
rain fell during the past eighteen hours. The 
total for this storm is a little over 12 inches. 
Total for the season, 42.48 inches. 
RIO VI3TA. 


R ig V is t a , Jan n ary 30th—7 p. m.—Ye - 
terday afternoon a break occurred in the 
levee on the south side of Brannan Island 
along Seven-mile Slough. 
The steamer On­ 
ward. of the California Transportation Com­ 
pany, delayed her regular trip to San F ran ­ 
cisco and carried a force of workmen to the 
Beene of the disaster. No particulars have been 
received at this writing, but it is supposed 
the break m ust be of a very serious character, 
as the steam er has not yet returned, though 
it is more than twenty-four hours since she 
started. 
I t rained heavily all night and at 
intervals during the day. 
Large tracks of 
tule land on the main shore above this place 
are already submerged. 
8TOCKTON. 


S t o c k t o n, January 30th.—I t commenced 
raining Friday night, and continued almost 
w ithout ceasing until 4 o’clock this afternoon. 
Stockton slongh has risen seven feet above 
low-water m ark, and the other sloughs are 
bank full. 
No damage is reported in the 
immediate vicinity of Stockton. 
The grain 
lying in the fields will be Baved if the etorm 
does not continue. 
All trains are running on 
this line via Livermore Pass, on account of 
the sink near M artinez. 
A t 10 p. m . the 
weather is clear. 


NAPA. 


N a p a , January 30th.—During this last 
storm over 8 inches of rain has fallen. 
The 
river was a foot higher than ever before, and 
the water was over a foot deep in the streets. 
In many of the stores the w ater did consid­ 
erable damage. 
Fences and several houses 
were washed away. 
The w ater has now 
subsided, and the streets present a picture of 
destruction. 
Sidewalks 
and culverts are 
washed away, and the town is covered with 
a deposit of mud from five to twelve inches 
deep. 
The railroad roadbeds are washed out 
in m any places. 
The extent of the damage 
cannot be estimated. 


SANTA CREZ. 


S a n t a C r u z, January 30th.—I t is reported 
here that Camp Capitola at the mouth of 
Soquel creek, four miles from here, is a thing 
of the past, all the buildings, bath-houses, 
etc., having been washed out to sea, and but 
four cottages rem ain—those being high up on 
a side hill. 
The work of devastation was 
complete. 
Through the untiring efforts of 
our citizens the upper bridge across the San 
Lorenzo has been saved so far, and has been 
closed up for travel, being unsafe, having 
settled in the center nearly two feet. 
The 
San Lorenzo is now falling. 
The wind is still 
indicative of more rain. 


S a n t a C r u z, January 3 0 th — 6 p . m.—The 
damage done at Camp Capitola is not as se­ 
rious as reported, being little or nothing. 
I t 
is said the damage caused to the powder 
works property will approxim ate thousands 
of dollars to repair. 
Considerable damage 
was done to the property cf Davis & Lowell 
at their lime-kilns. 
No mails or express 
m aster have been received here since Friday. 
An engine of the South Pacific Coast R ail­ 
road is reported buried by a slide in the road 
not far from here. 
The Howe truss bridge 
bridge of the Santa Cruz and W atsonville 
Railroad, or two-thirds of it, lies on the 
beach a quarter of a mile below where it went 
into the bay.

MURDER OF MR. 
KUCHENTHAL 


The Amador Dispatch of the 29th inst. 
gives the folluwing account of the m urder of 
M r. K uchcnthal, who was the clerk of M r. 
Erauw of this city, in his store at Oieta, in 
Amador county : “ L ast W ednesday morn­ 
ing the citizens of Oleta were startled und 
horrified a t the discovery of the bo.iv of 
H enry K nchenthal, an old and highly re­ 
spected resident of th at place, who had been 
brutally murdered in the store of Peter 
Erauw, of which he had been in charge for 
several yeais past, during the night before. 
The body of deceased was lying near the 
rear of the store-room, face downward, 
and on a 
pillow th at 
bad 
not 
been 
u-ed in the building, with 
three 
fatal 
ax gashes in 
the baek 
portion of 
the 
head, and the head mashed in near the ear— 
evidently with the hack of the ax th at did 
the cutting. 
It is eaid th at either of the four 
wounds would have caused almoet instan­ 
taneous death. 
The body had evidently been 
dragged ten or twelve feet from the place of 
rantder. 
N othing of value was taken irom 
the store, and naught could be seen to indicate 
anything but a wanton, brutal, blood-thirsty 
desire to m urder. 
Coroner Schacbt held an 
inquest on the body W ednesday ev< ning, and 
a post mortem examination made by Dr. C. 
Y. Brown, when the above facts were elicited. 
The deed 
was perpetrated 
with 
a new 
ax, taken from the s 'ore and undoubt­ 
edly 
in 
the evening before 
Mr. Kuch- 
enthal had closed the store for the night. 
Bloody tracks were traced down the back 
steps of the store, while evidences of blood 
were also found in the front. 
As yet there is 
no clue as to who the murderers are, aud not 
even suspicion rests on any one, as deceased 
was not known to have an enemy anywhere. 
Everything connected with tte sad affair is 
enshrouded in deep myetety. 
Deceased was 
unmarried, a native cf England, about 67 
years of age and highly honored and re­ 
spected in the community where he lived. 
The < fficerg are doing all in their p o ser to 
find some circumstance from which to com­ 
mence their detective operations, but as yet 
the tracks of the m urderers appear to have 
been well and ski'lfully concealed.

DRAINAGE. 
Once more Sacramento ha3 the question 
of drainage forced upon her attention by 
winter storms, which, surrounding the 
lower part of the city with water, render 
the Drainage Canal ineffective, and force 
back the contents of the stwera upon the 
yards and houses of the people. Had the 
recommendations of the R ecord U nion in 
1S7S been adopted, and the outer system 
of levees been built, instead of the Brighton 
to V street system, the present inconveni­ 
ence and damage would have been largely 
if not altogether avoided, for it would 
then have been possible to discharge the 
drainage into a wide open area beyond the 
city limits, and protected against inunda­ 
tion. A question of economy ruled against 
this plan, though it had the preference of 
ail the engineers. It was thought cheaper 
to build a small levee confining a small 
are*, even though the result of this con­ 
traction was to throw all the drainage in 
flood 
seasons back upon the people 
who inhabit the southern portion of 
the city. In fact it was another of 
these 
pecny-wi3e and 
pound-foolish 
compromises which 
some 
people arc 
so fund of simply because they cannot 
see an inch beyond their noses. If¿any- 
th i’.sg is plain now it is that we shall never 
have effective drainage until wc can raise it 
by pumping above any flood hight, or until 
we can get rid of it in some other way 
which does not involve the carriage of it 
beyond the "Sity limits. As to objections 
a; mist putting it in the river, it is clear 
that our correspondent “ Citizen ” has not 
observed which way the Sacramento flows, 
or he would not have evolved the singular 
idea that such a process would affect the 
quality of our drinking water. W hat ave 
ne- d is a means of raising our sewerage 
a ; >ve flood hights, hut even before that is 
done it will be necessary to construct a ra­ 
tional and generaljsystem'cf sewer connec­ 
tions with the houses. At present our 
sewers do not really drain the city, and it 
is time they did. 
HR. WASSON'S VAGRANT BILL. 
Mr. Wasson thinks we were a little hard 
on his vagrancy bill, and be points out, in 
a communication, that the main features of 
it are taken from similar measures which 
have been adopted with satisfactory results 
in several other States. We have no fault 
to find with Mr. Wasson's effort to make 
the tramps work. On th« contrary, wc 
are of opinion that any law which brought 
about a consummation so devoutly to be 
wished would be beneficent. 
What we 
apprehend, however, i* that in his laud­ 
able desire to put down tramps he may ex­ 
pose other kinds of people, who are not 
hostes humani gmrris, to annoyance and 
trouble. Our strictures upon his bill went 
mainly to the vagueness of its definitions, 
and their exceeding breadth. It seemed 
to us that under such a law almost anyone 
might be clapped in jail and be forced to 
make election between the equally unde­ 
sirable positions of First, Second and 
Third Class Vagrants. If Mr. Wasson will 
so far amend his bill as to remove all fears 
on this score, and to render it certain that 
the Railroad or Viticultural or Yosemite 
Commissioners will not be liable to arrest 
and imprisonment with hard labor at thirty 
cents a day, we shall be glad to indorse 
the general principle of the law. It seems 
to us possible to make it apply to tramps 
so plainly that there shall be eo mistake 
about the matter, but we are unwilling to 
approve a law which in its present form 
might subject a trave’er, commercial or 
otherwise, or a politician or canvasser, or 
in fact quite a number of comparatively 
harmless ¡ copie, to all the terrors of the 
chain-gang. 


THE RIVERS AND THE RAIN. 
The storm which broke last evening was 
one of the heaviest that has occurred for 
many years, and it was distributed over a 
wide area. It raised all the streams to 
flood hight, and it produced that conjunc­ 
tion of circumstances which in theory has 
long been supposed to be the most danger­ 
ous. It has commonly been held that if 
ever the Sacramento, - American, \ uba, 
Feather and Bear rivers should be full at 
the same time, it would be impossible for 
the Sacramento to carry its flood waters, 
and that it would inevitably break out of 
its banks, and cause an inundation perhaps 
more disastrous than that of 1862. This 
theory seemed to be strengthened by the 
fact that in 1878 the highest water ever 
known in the Sacramento at this city was 
reached at a time when the American, 
Feather, Yuba and Bear rivers were com­ 
paratively low, and when there were many 
extensive breaks in the levees and banks 
both above and below Sacramento. It was 
argued consequently that if so high 
a stage of water was possible under 
these circumstances, the addition to 
the volume of the Sacramento of the 
flood waters of the American aDd the other 
rivers named would necessarily produce a 
deluge against which no defense would be 
of any use. But in the late storm all the 
conditions supposed to imply a great flood 
were fulfilled together, and yet there has 
been no flood, and none is threatened. The 
Sacramento has actually fallen short by 
several inches of the flood hight of 1S7S, 
and yet it is carrying the full volume of 
all its tributaries, and this without having 
broken its banks to anything like the ex­ 
tent that it did in the previous year. It is 
evident that popaiar apprehension has been 
at fault, and in what direction wa3 shown 
by Captain Eads when he was here last 
summer. The truth is that, paradoxical as 
it may appear a* first sight, the more water 
there is in a river channel the easier it will 
be carried. The problem in fact is one of 
velocities. 
W hen the Sacramento, in 
1S78, carrying little more than its own 
flood waters, attained so great a hight, it 
was because of, and not in despite of, the 
numerous breaks which were made in its 
banks. These breaks permitted so much 
water to flow off as to diminish the 
velocity of the current, and conse­ 
quently the discharge capacity of the 
stream, 
and 
through this 
paralysis 
of the current the water was enabled as it 
wore to pile up in the channel until it 
reached an alarming height. But when, 
as now, the full volume of the American, 
the Feather, the Yuba and the Bear rivers, 
are poured into the Sacramento, the reBult 
is to increase the velocity of the current 
proportionately, and to augment not only 
the drainage capacity but the scouring 
capacity of the river. Of course there must 
be a limit to this process. If fresh floods 
were poured down all the tributary 
streams, a point would be reached at which 
the increase of velocity could not keep pace 
with the addition to the volume, and then 
the river would break its banks and spread 
itself over the country. The determina­ 
tion of this point must depend principally 
upon the degree of sediment carried in 
solution by the river, for this sediment pro­ 
duces a friction which at a certain stage 
would limit the velocity of the current. 
There is a very important lesson in this 
experience, and it bears directly upon the 
engineering works, the continuance of 
which is now being debated by the Legis­ 
lature. It lias been shown that the theory 
of Captain Eads was sound ; that the way 
to make the rivers carry their flood waters 
is to increase their velocity and confine 
their channels. 
Their velocity may be 
increased in more than one way. "We 
have just seen it done by increasing the 
volume of water to be carried. It may 
also be accomplished, however, by dimin­ 
ishing the amount of sediment to be car­ 
ried, and this is what the brush dani3 are 
intended to do. Velocity ntaj be increased, 
in other words, by increase of momentum, 
or by diminution of friction. Nature is 
at present employing the first method, and 
the State Engineer 
has adopted the 
second, because it was the only one 
within his reach. We are now made to 
perceive that the way to make a river carry 
its flood waters is not to divide them. 
That method checks the velocity of the 
current and disables the stream from doing 
a full amount cf discharge work. This is 
what happened in ÍS78. The Sacramento 
was then scarcely confined to its hanks, 
and as a result the water rose higher than 
it had ever done before, though it must be 
perfectly evident that the river was not 
then carrying half as much water as it is 
at this moment. 
The secret of safety 
therefore is plain enough. It is to keep 
the river in its channel, and so to deepen 
that channel by promoting scouring that 
there will be as little friction as possible. 
If all the debris could be kept out of 
all the tributaries of the Sacramento 
there can be no doubt that it would be 
able to carry almost twice a3 much water 
as now, and if even a part of the debris 
is held back, it will, if well leveed, in a 
short time make for itself eo deep a chan­ 
nel that all danger of destructive floods 
will be averted. This demonstrates the 
S3:entific accuracy of the methods which 
have been recommended by the State and 
consulting engineers, and which have been 
to a small extent applied. Of course it 
would be hopeless to expect that the Sacra­ 
mento could be kept within its banks, or 
that it could co its duty, if no farther 
attempts were made to impound the 
heavier debris in the mountains. 


store which we have overlooked we shall be 
glad to publish the fact as soon as it is 
demonstrated, and we should think that if 
the Produce Eichange wishes to convince 
the farmers that it had no ulterior motive 
in putting forward its recent high estimate 
of the surplus crop, it would lose no time 
in giving the facts upon which that esti­ 
mate was based. It Í3 unfortunately true 
that the State Agricultural Society has 
failed to gather the statistics of wheat, and 
that the Grangers have equally neglected 
this important work. One result of this 
neglect is that they have to depend upon 
loose guesses and haphazard estimates, 
and that even when, as at present, 
statements are made which appear to fly 
in the face of all probability, they have 
not the data at hand for ascertaining 
the truth. We hope that it will be im­ 
possible for any journal to make such a 
criticism as this a year hence, however. Toe 
interests of the farmers are such that it is a 
m atter of vital importance for them to 
know the extent of the surplus crop con­ 
tinually, and their present experience will 
no doubt impal them to take measures for 
supplying so serious a hiatus in their busi­ 
ness equipment. 


THE WHEAT QUESTION. 
Some San Francisco commercial papers 
have questioned the accuracy of the esti­ 
mate made by this journal in regard to the 
quantity of wheat on hand in the State. 
As these journals have no basis to support 
them but the figures put forward by the 
San Francisco Produce Exchange, and as 
these figures arc not verified in any way, 
we see no reason for altering our opinion. 
The Produce Exchange professes to have 
made oareful inquiry. If it has done so 
it must be in a position to tell the 
public where the 800,000 tons of wheat 
which it claims to be in the State are 
situated. 
Evidently if it can show 
that such a quantity of grain is stored in 
such and such warehouses, at Buch and 
such points, it will have proved its case. 
But evidently no statement less precise 
and less capable of being tested is of 
any practical value. We are not will­ 
ing to accept the unverified and irresponsi­ 
ble asswtion of an organization which has 
a notorious interest in depressing the price 
of wheat, on a question ofjthis kind. We 
do not pretend to be in the possession of 
accurate information as to the quantity of 
wheat in the State, but we know enough 
to be convinced that the estimate 
ot the Produce Exchange is a gross 
exaggeration. We can account for no 
more than 350,000 to 400,000 tons in the 
principal warehouses, and as it is to be pre­ 
sumed that all the wheat of the last crop is 
now in store, we cannot see where it is 
possible to find 400,000 tons more. But if

The Proposed ¡‘nelflc Const Uiirlior oT 
Refuge. 
W ashington, January 30th.—The Senate, 
a few days ago, on motion of Mr. Farley, 
adopted a resolution calling on the Secretary 
of the Treasury for a copy of the report made 
by Professor Augustus G. Rodgers of the 
United States Coast Survey, on the subject 
of the proposed harbor of lefuge to be con- 
Atrucied on the Pacific coast, at the most 
suitable location, somewhere between San 
Prancisco aud the Straits of Fuca. The de­ 
sired copy will be furnished to the Secretary 
of the Treasury by the Coast Survey office, 
and transmitted to the Senate early this 
week. Meanwhile your col respondent pre­ 
sents the following summary of its principal 
points: The subject was investigated by 
Rodgers at the request of the Pacific Coast 
Board of Army Engineers, and his elabor­ 
are and valuable report is addressed to 
Colonel C. S. Stewart. He considers at the 
outset, as the most prominent general ques­ 
tions involved, first, the geographical forma­ 
tion of the Pacific Coast relative to natural 
harbors ; second, the meteorology cf the sec­ 
tion of coast to which the inquiry is directed, 
and third, the routes of commerce now exist­ 
ing and the future probability of changing. 
Attention is called to the fact that between 
the .Straits of Fuca and San Francisco bay— 
a distance covering nearly eleven degrees of 
latitude—although there are numerous sum­ 
mer anchorages, there is not a single harbor 
of safe access to a vessel in distress during the 
southerly winds of winter. It is next shown 
that any harbor of refuge located with regard 
to the interests of any port or fleet on this 
coast should be placed to the 
north 
of that port or fleet, 
for the reason 
that the storm winds are always from the 
south, while the 
return fair weather is 
marked by northwest and northerly winds. 
In other words the storm-bound vessel should 
be able to run to leeward for safety. Simi­ 
larly it is noted that the first local requinte 
of a harbor of refuge should be the general 
safety of approach from the seaward. After 
completing his general argument, Professor 
Rodgers furnished statistics of trade and 
routes of the Pacific coasting vessels, and 
proceeds to make a detailed comparison of 
the different localities proposed for the har­ 
bor of refuge. Finally, he recapitulates the 
conclusions at which he has arrived, as fol­ 
lows : 
As compared with Cape Gregory, Trinidad would 
lie more commodious, would be much nearer to the 
bulk of the coasting commerce during the southerly 
gales, equally easy of general approach, and much 
more readily entered with southerly winds and de­ 
parted from with northwest winds. An equal ex­ 
penditure would inclose a more protected area at 
Trinidad than at Gregory. As compared with Port 
Orford, Trinidad is less commodious. The skeleton 
harbor of Orford is on a larger seate. As to prox­ 
imity and easy approach fur the hulk of the coast­ 
ing commerce, Trinidad is largely superior to Port 
Orford. Trinidad has no outlying dangers ; Orford 
lias dangerous reefs on the south. An equal expen­ 
diture as Trinidad would inclnde a larger protected 
area tiian Orford. As compared with Crescent City, 
Trinidad is much more conunoilious. It is nearer,and 
would be more accessible to the bulk of the coasting 
commerce during southerly gales. It is more easy 
of general approach, and could he entered with less 
risk at all times. An equal expenditure at Trinidad 
would inclose a more protected urea than at Cres­ 
cent City. The general facilities for constructing a 
Urge harbor refuge at Trinidad I believe to be 
greater than at any of the lnca’ities named. I have 
the honor, Colonel, through you, to submit to the 
Eoard of Engineers my general conclusions in favor 
of Trinidad Hay as being the most suitable location 
for a harbor rctuge oil the Pacific coast south of t e 
Straits of Fuca. 
.% Nonsensical um! 4'lilnierirul Scliemr. 
N ew Y ork, January 30th.—The papers 
for some days have been filled with dispatches 
from New York setting forth the prospecls 
aud intenti -us of the Continertal Donble- 
Tráck Railroad from New York to Omaha, 
with a spur running to Chicago. A Tribunt 
reporter, who had already interviewed Solon 
Humphrey, President of the Wabash lice, 
and had been assured by him that the scheme 
was nonsensical and chimerical, to-day talked 
with various other railroad men who had no 
personal interest in the matter, and found 
them unanimous in the same 
belief. 
The road would co9t a 
vast sum of 
money, as its proposed route is through 
the high mountains of New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania, and the bondholders could 
have no hope for a speedy return for their 
investments. The opposing lines would at 
once reduce rates below the prices fixed by 
the proposed company, and being well estab­ 
lished and having a paying ioca! business, 
would quickly bring it to terms and compel 
a pooling arrangement nr sale of the road. 
The projectors are not very prominent in 
railroad nor financial matters, and the alleged 
capital of $100,000,000 Í3 pronounced to be 
as mythical as the road itself, 
Pacific Coast Postal Changos.

H earing Sounds from tiie S un.—The 
Comptes Remlus for November 21 informs 
us that Professor Bell ami M. Janssen 
have attempted to hear with the photo­ 
phone the sounds believed to accompany 
the rapid commotions taking place in the 
solar photosphere. The experiments were 
made at the observatory of Meudon, a 
selenium cylinder being placed in different 
parts of an image of the sun some two feet 
in diameter. No very conclusive results 
were obtained, but M. Janssen has further 
suggested that a sort of concentrated effect 
might be obtained by passing a number of 
successive photographs of a sun-spot across 
a beam of light, the variations of the in­ 
tensity of the beam producing sounds when 
they fall upon the sensitive “ pbotophonic 
pile” of selenium. Further experiments 
in this direction are still in progress, in 
the result of which the scientific world is 
eagerly interested. If success should at­ 
tend their efforts, it would be one of the 
most wonderful achievements of science 
ever accomplished, and in the light of what 
has already been done, it is perhaps nothing 
more than may reasonably be expected.

Only two other 
theories can be given, as the gossipers are 
about equally divided as to the theory of the 
attempted suicide. That Mrs. Jackson did 
not raise the alarm, if such an attempt were 
made, seems very strange. Nothing is known 
to a certainty, and will not be until one or 
the other breaks silence. Mr. and Mrs. Jack­ 
son are pioneers in Washington county, ex­ 
emplary citizens and much esteemed. 


SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS.

The matter of the petition of the brother 
of Mark Hopkins, deceased, to have the 
letters uf administration, heretofore granted 
to the widow, revoked, on the ground that 
the estate is improperly administered, has 
gone over until February 10th. 
It is announced that August J. Saul- 
mann, the proprietor of the well-known 
.Saulriann s restaurant, on California street, 
between Kearny and Montgomery’, has 
suspended payment. The restaurant and 
contents, and several pieces of real estate, 
have been attached by the creditors, the 
attachments amounting to upwards ot 
S3S.000. 
In the case of Wm. Corcoran vs. Richard 
Chenery et al., action to foreclose on the 
California Northern Railroad Company, 
whose road runs from Marysville to Oro- 
ville, the Commissioner in the case paid 
into Department Seven of the Superior 
Court yesterday the sum of $38,862 25, 
pending the determination of the action. 
County Clerk Stuart is required to deposit 
the money with the County Treasurer, 
subject to the order of Judge EvaDS. 
The steamship City of Sydney, II. C. 
Dearborn commander, arrived in port yes­ 
terday afternoon. She sailed from Sydney 
on the 30th of December, touching at 
Auckland January 4th, and at Honolulu 
January 20th. The passenger list was 
made up of 52 cabin and 48 steerage. The 
cargo is 648 tons. From Auckland to 
Honolulu strong head winds were encoun­ 
tered ; from Honolulu thick weather and 
heavy seas. OB’ Auckland the crank-pin 
o’ one of the engines broke, causing some 
delay. 
Among the passengers arriving yesterday 
on the steamship City of Sydney, were his 
Majesty Kalakaua, King of the Sandwich 
Islands, aud Messrs. Armstrong, .Judd and 
McFarlane of his Cabinet. Tne King will 
remain a short time in San Francisco, go­ 
ing hence to China, where he will investi­ 
gate the subject of Chinese labor and its 
relation to the Islands. It is probable that 
the party will then proceed to Europe via 
the Suez Canal, returning home across the 
continent by the Southern Pacific route. 
The driver of a milk wagon belonging to 
Liepsic Brothers was driving along Fillmore 
street about 5 o’clock yesterday morning. 
When he reached Ellis street crossing the 
ground suddenly gave way under the 
horse’s feet and the animal was precipi­ 
tated into the sewer. He was cut loose 
from the wagon, which was kept up by the 
rails of the Turk-street Railroad Com­ 
pany. After floundering around for a while 
the unfortunate hor3e was swept by the 
flood down the sewer. He was followed to 
the crossing of W ebster and Turk streets, 
a distance of three blocks, wheie the ear- 
ciss, becoming jammed, liad tobe cutup 
and taken out piecemeal throuih the man­ 
hole. 
On her last trip from this port to Hono­ 
lulu, the steamship City of New York ex­ 
perienced very heavy weather. On the 
24th of December, at 2 o’clock a. m., she 
shipped a sea which washed overboard two 
searncn, Arthur Simpson and David Sil- 
berry, and one quarter-boat; stove in the 
rail and engine-room doors, and washed 
away the ship's bell and ventilator. The 
schooner John D. Spreckels likewise re­ 
ported a very rough passage on her arrival 
at Honolulu. A day before reaching that 
port, December 27th, when off Koko Head, 
a man named William Johnson, a Swede, 
was washed cff the bows. A life buoy was 
thrown to him, and the ship put about, but 
he sank suddenly before he could reach the 
buoy. It is supposed he wa3 seized by a 
shark. Johnson is stated to have been a 
steady man, who had saved all his wages 
with a view to bringing his wife and three 
children to settle at the Islands. 
The case of Louis McLane against The 
Sacramento and Fiacerville Railroad Com­ 
pany, involving nearly half a million of 
dollars, is on argument before Judge H unt 
of the Superior Court yesterday. The 
question presented is as to the number and 
amount of the outstanding mortgage bonds 
of the defendant company.

since an order was made authorizing the 
plaintiff a? Receiver to take possession of 
the defendants’ road. This order w’as sub­ 
sequently modified by Judge H unt so as 
to permit the company to pay into Court 
the amount claimed to be due upon said 
outstanding bonds.

THE DSBBI3 INVESTIGATION. 


The Senate Comn.iiteeon Irrigation, W ater 
ltights and Mining Debris met last Saturday 
evening in the Senate Chamber. 
W , Tí Hall, the State Engineer, testified 
relative to the construction of the dams in 
the Bear and Yuba rivers, etc. lie said : It 
has been thought that the plan of constructing 
brush dams on a sandy foundation is not a 
safe one, but such is not the case. 
Tiie 
dams on the Yuba and Bear have reservoir 
«paces above them. In the case of the Bear, 
an area 
f 4,040 acres. The Yuba dam is 
construe* d so as to be expected to bold 
back all the debris which w ill come down in 
the next three years, and the Bear river dam 
will arreít all the sediment which will come 
down iu the next two and three-quarter years. 
I t has i .cu expected from the first that 
these dams would sink and that wafer 
would run through them. It is also charac­ 
teristic of the c n traction of these dams that 
a deposit will be below as well as above them. 
Wittier- explained his testimony by the aid 
of colored d "swings of cross and longitudinal 
sections of the dams, and read authorities on 
engineering, etc., to show that the construc­ 
tion of the dams on the Yuba and Bear were 
sustained by excellent precedent. 
Resuming, be said all authorities agree in 
ranking the brush dam to be one of the best 
for construction on a sandy base. 
I maintain 
that our duins are safe. They may sink aud 
were expected to sink. They may sink more 
thi n we expects I, but they will not sink 
suthcijaliy to 
endanger 
the 
utility of 
the dams. 
The sinking is caused by the 
sands below them becoming charged with 
water. The motions of the dams which have 
■oink will, when repaired, be the strongest 
sections. 
Th-.re is a brush dam on the San 
Joaquin river which is built on a sandy 
bottom. The flood waters have been flowing 
over it for Lhe last ten years. The first year 
it sank to a considerable degree, but since 
then it lias only sunk some two or three inches 
per year, and is repaired at a slight expense. 
In conclusion 1 will say that the plan of these 
dams has received the indorsement of such 
distinguished engineers as General Alexander, 
Colonel M er:delJ and Captain Eads. The plan 
did not ■ rigi.iate with me, but is a modifica­ 
tion of the plan suggested by these gentle­ 
men. 
If the drainage system were to be 
continued, I should expect to see a dam 
erected on the American river within the 
next four years, also one on the Cherokee 
within the next two years. The dams on the 
Yuba am! Ilenr are but the commencement 
of a series of dams. 
I should think that the 
present annual expense • f keeping in repair 
the dams cow on the Yuba and Bear rivers, 
so as to b id biek the debris until the reser­

Heavy Rainfall In all Directions—Dam­ 
ages to Railroads—Elver Booming. 


The rains-torm which set in at 4 o’clock on 
Friday morning last continued with but brief 
intervals of cessation until between 2 and 3 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, and was one of 
the heaviest rains which occurred for years. 
The rain was general from the coast to the 
mountains, and all the tributaries of the 
Sacramento river have paid their full compli 
meat to her, and under which circumstances 
she has behaved most admirably. The rain 
came iu torrents at times during the storm, 
and at times diminished to only misty 
showers. 
Between 9 aud 11 o'clock Satur­ 
day evening wa3 the heaviest fall, when it 
came almost in solid quantity instead of 
showcrings. 
This quickly affected the river 
and earned the streams to rise rapidly. 
On Friday evening the river had D o t com­ 
menced to feel the effects of the storm, and 
marked 21 feet. 
From that poiut it took an 
upward tendency on Saturday morning and 
continued to rise gradually until yesterday 
morning, when it had reached 23 feet. 
It 
then rose more rapidly, and at D oon marked 
24 feet 1 inch, and at 8 o’clock iu the evening 
25 feet and 2 inches. 


t h e c it y . 
In the upper and eastern part of the city 
the natural catchment of the area within the 
city levee Bystem caused a large body of water 
to at;cumulate Saturday night east of Twen­ 
tieth and south of K streets, greatly incom­ 
moding rc-ideuts in all that section. The 
accumulation was due to the incapacity of 
Burns’ si. .ugh to discharge through the out­ 
let- prepared for it near U street, and of the 
surface drains leading to the slough becoming 
choked. 
Early yesterday morning Mayor 
Turner and Commissioner Davis were on the 
ground, a., wed asa large concourse of eiti- 
/.eus. 
The outlets for the slough where con­ 
fined by piiies were enlarged, drains cut to 
them, and by night the great body of the 
water had run off. Considerable had, prior 
to this, pushed on as far down as Seventeenth 
street, however, and this less easily fiuds 
courses of drainage, but last evening was 
slowly working off toward the R-.-treet drain 
leading to the main outlet. 
From theie 
down to Tenth street but comparatively little 
water gathered, no more than would na­ 
turally collect ou ungraded streets in such a 
storm. Ou Tenth street, however, from O 
southward, considerable water accumulated. 
From O to P it could not pass along the 
drain cut for it last year by which it could 
reach the Ninth-street sewer, because of piles 
of earth and filling on the west side of Tenth, 
between the alley on P street, while the 
grade at Tenth and O prevented it making 
off down O street to the sewer. 
As a 
consequence quite a pond 
exists there, 
while the alley between O and P, Ninth and 
Tenth streets, the lowest alley in the city, 
filled in to the rear level of the lots on either 
side, effectually choking drainage. 
This 
alley has twice been declared a nuisance, and 
oftener efforts made to have it tilled, but in 
each case defeated. East of Twelfth street 
and north of J, on all the cross streets much 
water gathered, an 1 up to a late hour last 
evening had found little easement, most of the 
drains being choked, while beyond Twentieth 
ou H street considerable water lay on tbe 
latter street. In the lower parts of the city 
a number of cellars and low lots were filled 
and some cesspools overflowed, but nothing 
more than was to be expected from such a 
rainfall. The fly-wheel pit of the Pioneer 
MíIIb, which is below gTaie on the outer slope 
of the levee, was flooded, and work had to 
ceas ■. ¡ripage water, last evening, came into 
the Police Station, which is below grade, and 
covered the floors from three to six inches. 
The prisoners were removed to the upper 
floors. 


t h e l e v e e s . 
The prevalence of so great a storm very 
naturally caused much inquiry to be made 
concerning the city levees. 
It is a disposal 
of the whole matter to say that the city 
leveei are intact aud have suffered no damage 
anywhere from high water. On the north 
levee, below the railroad bridge, a gully 
washed out from tbe top on the outer slope, 
but was closed with a few shovelfuls of earth, 
aDd did not extend to tbe water. A report 
was curient yesterday that the Trustees did 
not watch ttie north levee during the storm, 
but Mayor Turner flatly contradicts this, and 
gays the authorities 1 ad a patrol constantly 
on the ltvee for the entire leDgtli, and that at 
no time has there existed any cause for alarm 
ou account of that structure, which is pro­ 
nounced by all who have seen it one of the 
finest and most solid of embankments. A 
R e cORH-U.v io n reporter made a trip over the 
g reater part of the levee, and found no very 
high water. It had nowhere crawled up half 
the bight of the levee beyond the railroad 
bridge, where it attains its highest grade. 
Below the bridge And down to the depot it 
reached within about 41 feet of the top of the 
levee at the lowest points in that embank­ 
ment. 
An idea may be gaiued of its average 
Light by stating that it barely touched the 
sills of the Twelfth-itrrct bridge, and all the 
water was slack or dead water. In short, 
the American must have risen from three to 
six feet more to have given cause for strong 
preventive measures being taken to bar 
further encroachment. 
A t Brighton the water was very high, and 
?;;nouniiii g ranches were deeply flooded. 
The o l d Placerville and Jackson road w a r 
three or four feet under water, and the tops 
of the fences only in sight. A great deal of 
surface water is upon the ground inside tbe 
1. veo from there to the city, but causing no 
damage. A trip out on the railroad last even­ 
ing to the further end of the trestle-bridge 
over the American river was made, when it 
was found that the Norris grant is now covered 
as far ns could I esreu from th&tpoint. A t that 
end of the bridge the water w r s over the 
fences, and between there and the main chan­ 
nel of the river this side the telegraph 
poles se-med 
to 
be bulf 
their length 
under water. Tne hop ranches on the other 
side of the river near the bridge are covered 
with about four feet, and the people who 
lived there moved away yesterday to escape 
the flood. Their poultry could be seen in 
trees, aud one poor cat was sitting in the 
branches of a tall willow, looking wistful 
a-id forlorn, with a torrent of many feet be- 
1.oath and about her. On the outside of the 
levee, from the bridge to the Pioneer Mills, 
the water covers all roads and the entire 
area, and the water is half way to the top of 
the Chinese shanties along that section, and 
up to the floors of the houses in Slater’s addi­ 
tion outside the levee. 


HIGH WATER. 
A t Fobom last night a dispatch to the 
R e c o iid - U n io n says the American was at 
the 25 foot mark and failing slowly. Weather 
clear. From all which it is fair to say that 
the burden of the high water on the Ameri­ 
can came down past tais city ab mt noon yes- 
terdsy, when the waters rose within four and 
a half feet of the top of the levee line from the 
depot to the railroad bridge. 
On the Sacramento river was found tbe 
chief point of attraction yesterday, and that 
was tue water gauge station at the foot of K 
street, where a constant crowd was in attend­ 
ance all day. This was composed of legis- 
lat rs, home citizens and transient people 
curious to mark the rise of a river. 
It was 
noticeable, however, that the older residents 
did not attend this convention in great nuui- 
lier«. 
The free advics giv. n, the theories 
advanced, tli9 experiences related, the sug­ 
gestions mad-, the prophecies uttered in that 
crowd, would til! many volumes, solve all en­ 
gineering problems, scour out the river and 
make its current run up stream. Much of 
the interest taken in tiie amateur observa­ 
tions made grew cut of the fact that a con- 
j nction long looked for had taken plica, tbe 
nigheet water ever known in the Yuba, flood 
waters in the Feather, flood waters iu the 
Bear, and high waters in the American, with 
rain ou the snow in the mountains, and still 
the levec3 opposite the citv and here held, the 
Sacramento increased its velocity and carried 
the whole of the waters reaching here through 
tie narrow passage at the Yolo railroad 
bridge. 
Early yesterday morning fears were ex­ 
pressed for the safety of the levee below Y 
street in the drainage and levee district south 
of this city, and a large force of men under 
the authorities of that district went upon 
the structure to guard weak points and give 
special attention to the repaired break of 
1878 at Lovdsll’a ranch. A t latest accounts 
the levee held, but was considered as in a 
precarious condition and needing facing with 
sand bags, which was being done.

A t Napa yesterday the rain had fallen dur­ 
ing thestcrm to the amount of 7 inches, aud 
everything was flooded. The railroad draw­ 
bridge was submerged, and workmen did not 
dare venture upon it. A dispatch received 
by Superintendent P ratt last evening stated 
that the water liad sufficiently receded so that 
an inspection of the bridge could be made, 
aud it was found that one end of it had set­ 
tled about two feet, was out of line and the 
approaches to it were washed away. A large 
building had also been carried down against 
it, and considerable work will be required to 
correct the present condition. 
The track between St. Helena and Calis- 
tega was badly out of order, by reason of 
washouts and settles iu many places. 
Along the Napa branch of the California 
Pacific it was yesterday one sheet of water 
from Napa Junction to Oak Knoll, a distance 
of twelve miles. 
The bridge south of Thompson’s has been 
swept away. 
There is a washout two miles south of Cor­ 
delia, at Lemon’s Point. 
Three pieces of track are gone west of E l­ 
mira, with a total length of 140 feet. 
A sub­ 
sequent dispatch was received in relation to 
this place, to the effect that the water contin­ 
ued to rise, and had taken away the work 
which had been done to repair these breaks 
and 100 feet more of the track. 
The action of tbe rain and high tide caused 
about 400 feet cf the track to wash away at a 
place three-quarters of a mile east of Army 
Point, and about two miles from Benicia. 
Two breaks also occurred a short distance 
west of Goodyear's. One of these is about 
125 feet and the other about 30 feet iu length. 
A t Teal Station, on the marsh lands be­ 
yond Suisun, the track has sunk about two 
feet 
below 
the 
grade, and for a dis­ 
tance of

one-eighth of a mile. 
There were on the Vallejo branch two breaks 
just west of Suisun, each about 300 feet in 
length. 
A large force of men were employed yes­ 
terday on the line between here and Benicia, 
and last evening a dispatch was received 
stating that the road wa3 again repaired, ex­ 
cept where the high tide covered the track at 
the sink above-mentioned, and that trains 
could pass by running slowly. 
As a mat­ 
ter of caution, however, no trains were 
sent over this line last night. 
This morning 
about 9 o’clock tbe tide will be out, and 
the exact condition of the track over the space 
where it has sunk can be ascertained, and it 
is expected the trains will make their trips 
that way as usual to-day, should no further 
breaks or damage occur. 
No trains have 
gone over the road since Saturday morning, 
and all communication by rail between Sacra­ 
mento and the Bay has been over the W est­ 
ern Division—by way of Stockton. 
The earlier train on Saturday took the 
route on that division from Tracy, by way of 
Antioch and Martinez, but a land-slide near 
Poit Costa ditched several freight cars, and 
caused a delay of several hours, and all sub­ 
sequent trains have gone by way of Liver­ 
more Pass and Niles. The Western Division 
by way of this portion of the line has con- 
t.nued unobstructed and without delays. 
On the Northern Division the track lias 
washed away north of Willow Slough, be­ 
tween Davisville and M erritt’s, and the pile 
bridge at that place has been carried out of 
lice. Also a washout of three hundred feet 
of track occurred between Black and Dun­ 
ning. Another took pleca at the old break 
between Arbuckle and Berlin, and still an­ 
other near Maxwell. These are all of such a 
nature that they will be quickly repaired aud 
trains resumed. 
On the Oi-egon Division the greatest dam­ 
age ieported up to last evening was in the 
vicinity of Bear river, where considerable 
destruction to property has occurred. A t an 
early hour yesterday it was known that at 
least one bent of the railroad bridge across 
the river was gone, and about 40 feet more of 
it carried out of line. Just this side of the 
bridge about lia'ff a mile of tbe track is gone. 
The water remained ho high as to prevent a 
later approach to the bridge, and its real con­ 
dition last evening was not known. 
A report was 
received here at noon 
yesterday that 
the Yuba 
river bridge 
at 
Marysville 
was 
gone, 
but 
subse­ 
quent dispatches showed this to be a mis­ 
take, and that it was not injured. The track 
between bridges No. 25 and 29, near Ewing’s, 
was considerably damaged for a distance of 
three or four «liles, and the water from (.’oon 
river, near Sheridan, took away the ballast 
and washed away the grade for about a quar­ 
ter {d a mile, leaving the track settled down 
aud carried out of its line. 
At about 11 o’clock yesterday Mr. Pratt 
received the following dispatch from Marys­ 
ville : “ The Feather river bridge is all safe, 
but the track between here and that river 
is ail covered and both levees hursted. 
The bells are just sounding the .alarm cgain. 
More trouble somewhere. 
No. 3 train is iu 
the water near Yuba bridge. 
Everybody in 
Marysville are getting things into the upper 
stories and securing their stock.” 
Another dispatch was received from there 
at 1 o’clock P. M. to the effect that the bridges 
were ail safe aüd that the river was falling, 
by reason of a break in the Brown’s valley 
grade above the city, by which the water 
fi iws across in*o the- Feather river, and the 
Y'ubu «-as falling. 
Another break had also 
occurred below Marysville on the other side 
of the Yuba. 
A dispatch from Cottonwood states that a 
slide has occurred in the big cut ten miles 
north of that place, which blockaded the 
track, but that if the storm ceased it will ha 
cleared this morning. 


AT TWO O’CLOCK 
This morning the sky, which during the after­ 
noon and also during the early part of the 
evening was clear, had clouded up, a den=e 
bank of clouds slowly crawling up from the 
southeast and moving around to the north and 
west, leaving only a few stars overhead visible. 
The outlook at this writing is for more rain. 
The barometer has not changed perceptib’.y 
frorn the 8 r. M. report given in the Signal 
Service table. The ivind is still from the 
southeast. The river at 2 o’clock this morning 
stood at 25 feet 7 inches, showing a rise of 5 
inches since S P. M. The American, which at 
5 P. M was at a standstill, had fallen slightly 
at S o'clock last evening, and the indications 
are that it is steadily falling above, but is 
held back considerably along the west levee 
here bv the high water iu the Sacramento. 
On the Yolo side the levees were all secure 
last evening. 
The new works at Washington 
Point were intact, and the new levee at the 
Todhunter break presented a perfectly secure 
appearance. Between Washington and the 
Todhunter break the water was within leBs 
than two feet of the top of the levee, but the 
spurs constructed of brush last fall are pre­ 
venting any cutting or current at the levee, 
and no trouble will ensue unless the river 
rises high enough to go over the top of it. 
At the point the river had reached at 1 
o’clock this morning there was less than a 
foot to spare before Washington, and that 
section would be again flooded unless the 
embankment could be raised in time to pre­ 
vent it. All along the Yolo levees at 2 this 
morning patrols were seen watching the 
levee. On this side the water reached the lower 
planks of the wharves on Front street. 
The 
highest point ever marked by the gauge at K 
street was on February 20, 1878, when it 
registered 25 feet 11J inches. 
Dispatches at 
the depot at 2 this morning announced rain 
in tbe mountains along the Central Pacific 
Railroad prevailing.

SE N A T E. 


Sacramento, January 29, 1881. 
The Senate met at 10 a. m., pursuant to adjourn­ 
ment, President pro tem. Johnston in the chair. 
Roll called. Quorum present. Journal of last meet­ 
ing read and approved 
Mr. J ohnston submitted a petitiou relative to the 
right of women to administer upon estates. 
The Committee on Federal Relations recommend 
ed the passage of Senate concurrent resolutions 
requesting the establishment of a dead letter office 
at San Francisco, and new* Postoffice building; also, 
asking the Federal Government to stop the war 
between Chile and Peru; also, t* protect adopted 
Citizens of the United States in Coata Rica. 
The majority of the committee reported back 
Rowell's concurrent resolution requesting Executive 
clemency for the convicted Mussel slough settlers, 
without recommendation. A minority of the com­ 
mittee recommended that the prermble be stricken 
out.

The Committee on State Prisons recommended 
the passage of S. B. 258. 
Messages from the Assembly coming up for con­ 
sideration, the following Assembly bills were read 
for the first time and referred as follows :

By Mr. Baker - To amend Section 324 of the Civil 
Code, relating to corporations. Judiciary. 
Mr. J ohnson gave notice th a t on M onday he would 
call for a rep o rt from every com m ittee having held 
a bill m ore than five days. 
Mr. Sears introduced a concurrent resolution re­ 
questing the Federal Government to so amend the 
tariff laws that the duty upon barley imported into 
the Uni'ed States should be fixed at 25 cents per 
bushel of 48 pounds, and upon malt at 25 cents per 
bushel of 33 pounds.

A. C. R. 9, relative to report of Railroad Commis­ 
sioners (by Mr. Paterson of Nevada), was ordered to 
a third reading. 
S. P. 36, to amend Title II. of Fart IV. of the 
Civil Code, and each and every section thereof, and 
to substitute a new Title II. of Part IV. to take the 
place thereof in said Code, relating to m ning cor­ 
porations (by Mr. Hittell), was passed on file. 
S. B. 213, to amend Section 631 of the Penal Code, 
relating to violations of the laws for the preserva­ 
tion of fish and game (by Mr. Traylor), was ordered 
c-n grossed. 
S. B. 162, to regulate licenses for the sale of 
liquors (by Mr. Ryan), was placed at the head of the 
second reading file. 
S. B. 168, to amend Section 3331 of the Political 
Code, relating to retail liquor licenses (by Mr. Hill), 
was placed at the head of the second reading file. 
S. B. 109, relative to the publication of the stat­ 
utes and joint and concurrent resolutions of the 
Legislature (by Mr. Hittell), was passed on file. 
S. B. 206, to amend Sectiou 1161 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure, relating to summary proceedings 
for obtaining possession of real estate (by Mr. Hit­ 
tell), was passed on file. 
S B. 116, to govern the practice of medicine in 
the State of California, and defining who are legal 
physicians and surgeons (by Mr. Hudson), was 
passed on file. 
Senator Satterw hitk m oved to adjourn. 
Lost. 
Mr. J ohnson m oved that when the Senate do ad­ 
journ it be till Tuesday at 2 p. m. 
Mr. Pardjib amended to make it 2 P. m. on Mon­ 
day. Both motion and amendment were lost. 
S. B. 8, making appropriations for deficiencies for 
the support of the State Prison at San Quentin, and 
for the completion of the Branch State Prison at 
Folpom prior to the 32d fiscal year (by Mr. Sears), 
was recommitted. 
S. B. 203, to add a new' section to the Political 
Code, to be known as Section 2715, relating to roads 
and highways (by Mr. Hill), was lost. 
Mr. Jo h n so n introduced the following resolution : 
Resolved, That commencing on Thursday, Feb­ 
ruary 3,1881, the Senate do hold evening sessions, 
the same to commence at 7:30 o’clock, and at the 
said evening sessions the business on the general 
file be considered, bills on the first reading to be 
first in order, provided that other business may be 
taken up by a majority vote.

Mr. Murphy, by consent presented a petition 
from citizens of the State asking for the parage of 
a law permitting women to vote on educational pro­ 
positions.

What the Legislature Is Doing—Analysis 
of Bills Introduced. 
CRIMINAL APPEALS. 
A. B. 290 (by Mr. Paulk)—Amends Section 1235 
Penal Coue: Either party in a criminal action 
(amounting to a felony) [prosecuted by indictment 
or information in a Court of record] may appeal to 
the Supreme Court on questions of law alone, as 
prescribed in this chapter. The words in parenthe­ 
sis are in the law and omitted in this bill. The 
words in brackets are the further amendments. 
PLEDGED PROPERTY. 
A. Li. 280 (bv Mr. Hale)—Repeals Section 3006, 
Civil Code, which provides that a pledgee cannot 
sell the evidence of debt except obligations of gov­ 
ernments, States or corporations, but may collect 
same when due. 
COWS AND MILK. 
S. B. 249 (bv Mr. Gorman)—-No person to keep 
cow’s for the production of milk for market, or for 
sale or exchange, in a crowded or unhealthy con­ 
dition, or feed the same on food that produces im­ 
pure, diseased or unwholesome milk. 
RAPE. 
S. B. 251 (by Mr. Larapson)—Adds a new section 
to the Penal Code and amends Sectioa 220. Rape is 
now punishable by imprisonment for not less than 
five years. Assault to rape, one to fouiteen years. 
The present bill makes rape on a female child under 
15 punishable by death ; assault to rape, life impris­ 
onment. 
BONDS ON GOODS. 
S. B. 246 (by Mr. Gorman, by request)—Manu­ 
facturers to brand their goods, showing whether 
made by Caucasian or Mongolian labor. No goods 
made in the state to l>e sold unless so marked. Vio­ 
lation punished as for misdemeanor, half the fine to 
the informer. 
SEA WATER WORKS. 
A. B. 236 (by Mr. O’Connor)—To enable cities and 
counties of the first-class to maintain sea water 
works to protect the sanitary condition. All the de­ 
tails of accomplishing this are set out ia 21 sections. 
CHANGING NAMES. 
A. B. 290 (by Mr. Whipple)—Amends Section 1276 
of the Code of Civil Procedure, so that applications 
for change of names must be made to the Superior 
Court instead of County Court. It adds to the sec­ 
tion that corporations ether than municipal may 
apply to have the name changed, ete. 
COSTS. 
A. B. 297 (by Mr. Matthews of San Benito) - Amends 
Sections 1447 and 144S Penal Code, making more 
forcible the law requiring prosecutor to pay costs 
where the Court finds the prosecution malicious or 
without probable cause. 
GAS. 
A. B. 161 (by Mr. Gilmore)—Any person or com­ 
pany whose business it is to supply water or gas for 
use shall furnish and affix meters to the pipes of 
the consumers, whenever needed or required tor the 
measurement thereof, at their own expense. Un­ 
lawful for any such person to comj»el the payment 
of any money by any consumer for furnishing or 
affixing the meters. 
Violation misdemeanor. 
PURCHASERS STATE LANDS. 
A. B. 284 (by Mr. Holden)—All applications made 
before the codes took effect for the purchase of 
lands from the State of California under Section 4 of 
the Act of 1S70shall be held good and valid where 
the land applied for has been sold by the State, in 
whole or in part, as evidenced by a certificate of ap­ 
proval, receipted by the County Treasurer, ora cer­ 
tificate of purchase to the applicants, and the title 
of the Stite is to be vested in said applicants or 
their assigns upon making payment in full therefor; 
provided, the purchasers are not in arrears for in­ 
terest or taxes on the land. Where the land so ap­ 
plied for has not been sold, in whole or in part, ap­ 
plications made under the said fourth section shall 
not be deemed good for more than 320 acres to any 
one applicant, who must make an affidavit within 
three months from the passage of this Act that he 
ha3 not entered any of the school lands granted to 
this State, w hich, with the lands he is now seeking 
to purchase, exceeds 320 acres. * 
OPIUM SMOKING. 
A. B. 307 (by Mr. O’Connor)—Adds new sections 
to the Penal Code, prohibiting the keeping of opium 
smoking houses, o. to give or sell opium to any for 
smoking ; makes it unlawful for anyone to smoke 
opium in the place where obtained, or to prepare it 
to be smoked, or anyone to allow any of these things 
to be done on his p'remiS’S, or those under his con­ 
trol. 
Punishment, $50 or 50 days, or both ; second 
conviction, $100 to ¿300, or one year, or both.
